Particulars of births and deaths recorded for the Principal Towns, i.e. the fourteen 
towns which had populations of over 10,000 at the date of the 1966 Census, are given in 
Table 1. The figures for deaths shown in respect of each town relate to persons who 
normally resided in that town, while deaths of non-residents have been excluded. 
Similarly only the figures for births to mothers normally residing in each town are given 
in Table 1. Deaths classified by age and cause are shown in Table 2. 


The number of births registered during the week to persons normally residing in the 
principal towns was 345:— 162 boys and 183 girls. 


The number of deaths registered of persons normally residing in the principal towns 
was 168, of which 111 were over 65 years. Of these deaths 22 were due to malignant 
neoplasms, 1 to tuberculosis and 1 to influenza. Transport accidents caused 4 deaths. 


There were 10 deaths of infants under one year registered; of these 4 were under 
7 days. 





The total number of births registered during the week in the principal towns was 


748:— 366 boys and 382 girls, of which 134 boys and 133 girls were registered in Dublin © 
County Borough. 


The total number of deaths registered in the principal towns was 246, of which 
109 were registered in Dublin County Borough.

Particulars of births and deaths recorded for the Principal Towns, i.e. the fourteen 
towns which had populations of over 10,000 at the date of the 1966 Census, are given 
in Table 1. The figures for deaths shown in respect of each town relate to persons 
who normally resided in that town, while deaths of non-residents have been excluded. 

Similarly only the figures for births to mothers normally residing in each town are 
- givenin Table 1. Deaths classified by age and cause are shown in Table 2. 





The number of births registered during the weeks to persons normally residing in the — 


principal towns was 528:— 294 boys and 234 girls. 

The number of deaths registered of persons normally residing in the principal towns 
was 364, of which 246 were over 65 years. Of these deaths 53 were due to malignant 
neoplasms, 1 to tuberculosis and 2 to influenza. Transport accidents caused 3 deaths. 


There were 19 deaths of infants under one year registered; of these 7 were under 
7 days and 2 from 7—27 days. 





The total number of births registered during the weeks in the principal towns was 
999:— 542 boys and 457 girls, of which 299 boys and 246 girls were registered in 
Dublin County Borough. 


The total number of deaths registered in the principal towns was 523 of which 
310 were registered in Dublin County Borough. :
